than a dozen new towns and 
cities—all in the rich citrus section of 
south central Florida—were added to 
the storm area tonight as the tropical 
disturbance swept across the peninsula 
toward the Gulf of Mexico. 

A wide section was isolated and 
estimates of damage were lacking but 
meager reports indicated that the 
winds were somewhat less severe than 
those which whipped the middle east 
coast last night, resulting in several 
million dollars damage to property 
and groves. 

The new storm front was approxi- 
mately 40 miles wide, extending from 
below Winter Haven to above Orlando, 
with outposts throughout the back 
country from east coast cities affected 
by last night’s blow. Wind velocities 
ranging from 40 to 75 miles an hour 
were reported, but wire communica- 


tions were so disrupted that little defi- | 


nite news came out. 
Flood Is Added Menace. 


The menace of flood waters was add- | 


ed to the condition in towns bordering 
on the Everglades and Lake Okeecho- 
bee, where torrential rains inundated 
wide areas of the poorly drained flats. 

Most of the towns were in darkness 
because of broken power lines, while 
in other places within the area elec- 
tric company officials were compelled 
to cut off the power because of trou- 
ble with transmission or falling wires 
Orlando had light in a part of the city. 
A 50-mile gale was blowing and hun- 
dreds of anxious citizens besieged the 
newspaper offices for news of the prog- 
ress of the storm. 

Buildings were reported unroofed or 
otherwise damaged in Kissimmee, Lake 
Wales and smaller places, but definite 
word of wind damage in several places, 
including Winter Haven and Haines 
City, waited for reestablishment of 
communications, 

Winter Haven became isolated when 
wires went down while city officials

Samuel T. Robertson, 38 years old, 
Bethesda contractor, yesterday was ine 
dicted for the murder of Edward L. 
Mills, prominent dairyman, by the 
Montgomery County grand jury called 
in special session at Rockvile by Judge 
Robert B. Peter, of the Circuit Court. 

Mills. was shot to death July 7, 1927, 
by a man with a black moustache in 
plain view of Clarence Miles, 19-year- 
old employe of Mills. The killing re- 
mained a mystery despite the efforts 
of Montgomery County police and 
Baltimore detectives. A typewritten 
note which charged Mills with intere

First Degree Charged. 


Robertson was arrested following a 
fight with Wilson Trout, in which 
Trout charges Robertson attempted to 
kill him Robertson was. arrested 
April 18, and his arrest kept secret for 
several days while Rockville authorities 
and Baltimore police quizzed him in 
the Baltimore fail. 

The grand jury indictment charges 
that Robertson did “feloniously, wile 
fully and of deliberately premeditated 
aforethought, kill and murder,” Mills, 
July 7, 1927. 

Among the witnesses who testified 
before the grand jury were Dr. W. T. 
Pratt, county health officer, who wag 
first to inspect the body of Mills; W. 
R. Pumphrey, Rockville undertaker, 
who prepared the body for burial; 
Paul Mills, son of the murdered man; 
Clarence Miles, Mrs. Bertha Mills, 
widow of the dead man; Andrew J. 
Baughman, a neighbor who talked witht 
Robertson the day of the murder: Wil- 
son Trout and his wife; Mrs. Sadie 
Touhen, George W. Bodkin, in whose 
name the pistol alleged fo have been 
used was bought; James Manning, Roy 
Bodler, county policeman; Calvin Gode 
dard, firearms expert from New York; 
Asbury Case, county policeman, and 


Alvie A. Moxley, chief of the Rockville 
police. 


Trial to Start Soon. 


Robertson was given a preliminary 
hearing May 3 before Police Judge 
Samuel Riggs, of Rockville. Joseph H. 
Cissell, former State’s attorney, was 
named special prosecutor, assisted by 
Robert Peter, jr., State’s attorney. 
Robertson was represented by Stedman 
Prescott. Judge Riggs held Robertson 
for the grand jury. 

It was learned from authoritative 
sources yesterday that Robertson’s trial 
will begin shortly, at least some time 
before the November term of circuit 
court. Persistent rumors allege that 
Prescott, Robertson’s attorney, will ask 
for a change of venue for the trial. 

Two Witnessed Killing. 


The Mills farm, where the slaying 
occurred, is at Hunting Hill, Md., a few 
miles north of Rockvil'e. In a pasture 
within a stone’s throw of the barn 
where Paul Mills and Clarence Miles, a 
farm hand, were at work, Mills was ap- 
proached by the black-garbed man with 
whom he was seen by Miles to engage 
in several minutes’ conversation. 

The early morning visitor suddenly 
whipped out a pistol and fired five 
shots into Mills’ body at close range. 
He then stooped over the prostrate 
form of his victim an! pinned to Mills’ 
shirt the accusation of an illicit love 
affair with an unnamed woman, which 
was typewritten in unprintable 
language. 

It was presumed at the time that 
the slayer intended to force Mills te 
sign the note before the shooting. 
The space reserved for signature, how- 
ever, was blank. 


Paul Mills and Miles ran to the 
elder Mills’ side as the slayer fled into 
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the underbrush. Both were close 
enough to see the slayer, but neither 
Was able to recognize him as any one 
belonging in the neighborhood. 


Typewriter and Guns Evidence. 


Police were notified, and arrived on 
the scene within an hour after the 


tragedy. A posse wag organized and 
the nearby territory scoured for the 
Slayer, but without result. 

More than ten months later came 
the arrest of Robertson. The con- 
tractor, police said, figured in an alter- 
cation with Wilson Trout, of Potomac, 
Md., and a gun was discharged in the 
course of a struggle. Robertson sur- 
rendered an automatic pistol to the 
Police, which he said he had taken 
from Trout, and another, which he 
said was his own. Experts connected 
their guns with the killing. A type- 
writer found at Robertson’s home was 
of the type on which the note pinned 
t® Mills was written. Records, how- 
ever, disclosed that Robertson obtained 
it after the crime.

A clarifi- 
cation of Mr. Kellogg's position was 
accordingly given, with respect to cer- 
tain features of the treaties, although 
Mr. Kellogg declined to discuss the 
Russian angle and likewise to be drawn 
into any detailed discussion of mis- 
taken impressions which he may be- 
lieve exist in certain quarters abroad. 

Whether the criticisms now coming 
over the cables are part of an inspired 
campaign to belittle the importance of 
the Kellogg pacts before the Secretary 
himself reaches Paris to sign. them 
later this month is admittedly a mat- 
ter which can only be a subject of 
speculation. There are known to be 
prominent statesmen in Paris and Lon- 
don who regard the treaties as a mere

Not Part of General Treaty. 


But attention is called here to the 
fact that the British and French res- 
ervations are not part of the treaty 
which the fifteen powers are to sign. 
The British and French have simply 
given an interpretation of how they 
believe the pact should be construed. 
The crux of the Kellogg treaty is con- 
tained in the following three brief 
provisions: 

“Article 1: The high contracting 
parties solemnly declare in the names 
of their respective veoples that they 
condemn recourse to war for the solu- 
tion of international controversies, 
and renounce it as an instrument of 
national policy in their re.ations with 
onc another. 

“Article 2. The high contracting 
parties agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of 
whatever nature or of whatever origin 
they may be, which may arise between 
them, shall never be sought except by 
pacific means. 

“Article 3. The present treaty shall 
be ratified by the high contracting par- 
tiles named in the preamble in accord- 
ance with their respective constitu- 
t' tal requirements, and shall take ef- 
fect as between them as soon as all 
their several instruments of ratifica- 
tion shal! be deposited. 

“This treaty shall, when it has come 
into effect as prescribed in the preced- 
ing paragraph, remain open as long as 
may be necessary for adherence by all 
the other powers of the world.” 


Russian Appearance Embarrassing. 


This last provision is admittedly of 
interest in connection with Russia’s 
desire to sign or adhere to the treaty. 
There is every indication that Mr. Kel- 
logg will not endorse any plan to in- 
vite Tchicherin, Russian Foreign Min- 
ister, to be among the signatories at 
Paris, despite the expressed desire of 
Tchicherin to be one of the original 
signers. But as all the powers of the 
world are invited to adhere and there- 
by make a solemn treaty vith the Unit- 
ed States and the other powers, the 
question arises as to whether Mr. Kel- 
logg could exclude Russia, on the the- 
ory that to negotiate a treaty with 
Russia would imply recognition of the 
Soviet government by the Government 
of the United States.

New York Cotton Market 
Turns Down Smith Bale

Refuses to Follow Lead of Atlanta Exchange and Auc- 
tion First of Georgia Crop to Aid Democrats ; 
| Says It Is Nonpartisan. 


Now York, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Cotton 
prices soared $8 a bale on the New York 
Cotton Exchange today when the Gov- 
érnment crop estimate was announced 
as 14,291,000 bales, a full 500,000 bales 
less than the trade genérally had eéx- 


pected, but lost about half the gain. 

Wild trading in tremendous volume 
set in at the close of the brief inter- 
mission granted to permit publication 
of the Government report 

While the usual crowd of guésts was 
watching the effect of the Government 
report in the trading ring on the dispo- 
sition of thousands of bales, officials 
of the exchange were closeted for a de- 
bate over a single bale. 

It seems that the first bale of 1928 
Georgia cotton was auctioned off on 
the Atlanta Commercial Exchange this 
year for the benefit of the Democratic 
campaign fund, whereas proceeds 
usually go to charity. The Atlanta 
exchange informed New York officials 
that the bale was,being shipped here 
iby plane, the first air shipment of 
| cotton ever made, it was said, with the 
| request that similar auction be held 
| here. 


New York exchange officials were 
agreed as to the custom and desira- 
bility of auctioning the bale on the 
local floor, but the idea of passing on 
the proceeds to the Democratic na- 
tiona! campaign fund aroused consid- 
erable opposition. It was sufficiently 
strong to carry the day, and President 
Gardner H, Miller accordingly wired the 
Atlanta exchange that the New York 
exchange, being a nonpartisan insti- 
tution, could permit the auction to be 
held, in accordance with custom, only 
if the proceeds were to be devoted to 
charity. 

Disposition of the bale of cotton, 
which left Atlanta this afternoon in 
the plane of Pilot R. L. Stephens, who 
intended to land at Hadley Field, now 
awaits action of the Atlanta exchange. 

Auctions of the first bale of the Geor- 
gia cotton crop have been held on the 
floor of the New York Cotton Exchange 
for years and have attracted spirited 
hidding, but the occasion is the first 
that the exchange has been asked to 
devote the proceeds to other than pur- 
poses of charity, It has been custom-

MacMurray Warns China. 


Shanghai, China, Aug. 8 (A.P.).— 
John Van A. MacMurray, American 
Minister at Peking, has sent a note to 
the Nationalist foreign minister calling 
attention to the failure of the Nation- 


alist government to fulfill promises 
made on several occasions to evacuate 
all American property occupied by 
soldiers and. otherwise, and to prevent 
further sych occurrences. The note 
says that despite promises by the Na- 
tionalist government only a portion of 
such properties nave been evacuated, 
and even additional property has been 
seized. ae 

As a “few among many” examples, 
the note instances the American Church 
Mission and Cathedral, the Consulate 
at Nanking, the American Presbyterian 
Missions nd properties at Hsuchowfu, 
Tsining id Shuntohfu which are at 
present ccupied by the Chinese.

Wang Holds His Ground, 
But May Yet Compromise

Shanghai, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Aithough 
Dr. C. T. Wang, nationalist foreign 
minister, declared today that China 1s 
unable to alter its position regarding 
the recent action in terminating the 
Sino-Japanese commercial treaty, it is 
believed that a compromise is possible, 
due to an official conference which Dr. 
Wang held with the Japanese Consul, 
Shichitaro Yada, yesterday, itmmedi- 
ately following which the consul d¢- 
parted for Tokyo for the purpose of 
conferring with Baron Giichi Tanaka, 
prime minister of Japan, regarding the 
present Sino-Japanese diplomatic cri- 


sis. 
Will Force Showdown. 


Prior to his departure for Nanking 
Dr. Wang delivered an address before 
@ Chinese gathering here in which he 
declared that the Nationaljst govern- 
ment, while desirous of preserving the 
friendship of Japan and other nations, 
nevertheless is determined to force a 
showdown on the treaty revision ques- 
tion, and that the Nationalist govern- 
ment is unanimously determined not 
to permit Japan, Italy or any other 
nation to compel China to submit to 
another ten years’ extension of the 
unilateral treaties which bind China to 
a 5 per cent customs tariff, especially 
now that America has agreed to grant 
tariff autonomy and Great Britain is 
engaged in negotiating a similar com- 
pact. 

With reference tc the Japanese ulti- 
matum Gen. Chang Hsueh-Liang 
against the unifivravion of Manchuria 
with the rest of China, Dr. Wang 
stated that the Nationalist government 
has protested agaiust Japan’s meddling 
in Chinese internai policies.

The maximum wind 
velocity today was estimated at 110- 
miles an hour in place of the 150-mile 
gale that shook Miami. 

The freak antics of the storm began 
at 3 a. m. today. Unlike the famous 
wind that changed direction and blew 
back all it had blown away, this one 
became more destructive when the 
change came. All yesterday the wind 
was from the north, never exceeding 90 
miles an hour. A dead calm struck the 
storm area shortly after midnight and 
the wind came back with a bank from 
‘the south at not less than 110 miles 
per hour. 

Citrus groves along the east coast 
looked like a winter scene in the North, 
with trees almost bare of leaves and 
the ground covered with millions of 
green “snowballs.” 

The storm apparently was abating 
this afternoon, although the rain and 
hard wind continued from the south. 

Cleaning up work already has been 
begun despite the weather, for the east 
coast learned its lesson two years ago 
and much of the damage was protected 
by insurance. 

The Stuart Daily News and Fort 
Pierce News Tribune, both associated 
Press Newspapers, have suspended pub- 
lication until the power lines can bé 
restored.

| residence in the State, in the county, 
|in the voting precinct; 


restrictions as 
to age, as to payment of taxes, as to 
ownership of property, as to ability to 
read and write, and as to ability to 
understand parts of the Constitution. 

If the learned professor should make 
application to register as a voter in a 
State where the understanding quali- 
fication for voting exists, and should 
be asked the effect that the fifteenth 
and nineteenth amendments have upon 
the suffrage, and should reply that 
“these two amendments make suffrage 
universal,” the proper officer would 
be justified in refusing him registra- 
tion. 

It is thus seen that these amend- 
ments are far from making suffrage 
universal.

Allotting Child Leisure. 

To the Editor of the Post—Sir: So 
long as the child is secure in its ine 
itiative in the matter of play and rece 
reation, to the extent that its nature 
demands, selective agencies for filling 
in the leisure of children of the schools 
may be useful. Nature’s trial and er-~ 
ror method of getting through the ear- 
lier years of childhood and youth has 
some advantages that laboratory idea 
can not supplant. 

It is not so much a matter of how 
much time is given to recreation and 
under what auspices, as it is that the 
recreation shall be that which spurs 
the muscles, invigorates the nerves 
and develops perso.alities, so that 
there shall be no such thing as stans 
dardized young life.

the purely recreative activities of the 
child, and to what extent the schools 
may step in and claim some of thg .

WAY CLEARED FOR WORK 
ON MONTGOMERY ROAD 


Rights Acquired for Link That 
Will Join Bethesda-Rock- 
ville Highways. 


WILL RELIEVE TRAFFIC 


Dr. Benjamin C. Perry, president of 
the Montgomery County Board of 
Commissioners, said yesterday that 
rights of way have been acquired that 
Will enable the county to at once be- 
gin work on the construction of the 
road to connect Rockville pike and 
Old Georgetown road. The proposed 
road will be opened at Rock Creek 
Nursery, on the Rockville pike, and ex- 
tend diagonally to Old Georgetown 
road at Montrose road, covering a dis- 
tance of 14%, miles. Contracts for the 
work have already been awarded, and 
it is expected the road will be com- 
pleted within 30 days from starting 
time, 

The completion of this link joining 
the two trunk highways between Rock- 
ville and Bethesda will relieve the 
congestion of traffic between the two 
points, Dr. Perry pointed out, and af- 
ford motorists coming from the north- 
ern section of the county a short route 
to the western section of the county 
without compelling them to travel to 
Bethesda and then turn back on the 
Old Georgetown road in order to reach 
their destinations. Citizens of Rock- 
ville and Bethesda said they consider 
this new road to be the most im- 
portant plece of new road construction 
undertaken by the county commis- 
Sioners in many years. 

Bids for the reconstruction of and 
adidtions to the county cagirthouse at 
Rockville will be authorized for ad- 
vertisement next Teusday, when the 
board of county commissioners confer 
with the consulting architect at its 
weekly meeting in every probability. 
Dr. Benjamin C. Perry, president of 
the board, said yesterday 

The commissioners have appropriated 
$250,000 for the improvement of the 
courthouse structure, plans have been 
agreed upon, and only comparatively 
minor matters are to be arranged at 
the Tuesday meeting, it was said. The 
commissioners have said they expect 
the work to be completed during the 
autumn.

GOVERNMENT IS GIVEN 
HISTORIC FORT SITES 


Deeds Convey Land for the 
Petersburg National Bat- 
tlefield Park. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Petersburg, Va., Aug. 8.—Two deeds 
have just been matled by Capt. Carter 
R. Bishop, of Petersburg, chairman of 
the Petersburg National Battlefield Park 
Commission, to Maj. Gen. B. F. Cheat- 
ham, quartermaster general at Wash- 


ington, conveying to the United States 
Government two tracts of land for the 
Petersburg National Battlefield Park. 

One of the deeds is from the State 
of Virginia, through the board of direc- 
tors of the Central State Hospital, con- 
veying 3% acres in Dinwiddie County, 
on which is located Fort Gregg. The 
other is a deed to 15 or more acres at 
Pine Gardens, Prince George County, 
on which are Fort Frederick, Fort Sedg- 
wick, Fort Rice, all in good state of 
preservation, and the salient known 
as Rives salient, which was a part of 
the Confederate lines. 


At these forts and Fort Gregg were 


fought on Sunday, April 2, 1865, the 
last battle of the nine-month siege of 
Petersburg by the Federal Army.

$500,000 THEFT IS LA 
TO BANGITALY EMPLOYE 


Secretary, Held im Canada, 
Said to Have Used Funds 
for Stock Speculating. 


FULL RECORDS 


IN DESK 


New York, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Cornelius 
Callahan, a 28-year-old assistant sec- 
retary of Bancitaly Corporation, was 
under arrest tepight in Montreal, ac- 
cused of the theft of nearly $500,000 


for stock market speculation. He was 
indicted today by a New York grand 
jury, charged specifically with the 
theft of $21,600 from the corporation. 
Bank officials said, however, the loss 
would total $496, 665. 

Callahan, who is unmarried and lives 

with his mother in Queens Borough, 
was on @ vacation with three friends 
in Montreal when the loss was discov- 
ered. He had been a trusted employe 
of the bank for six years. 
Callahan had recently filled the post 
of transfer clerk, empowered to ac- 
cept customers’ orders for stocks and 
to issue certificates. He used this po- 
sition between April 21 and May 8, of- 
ficials said, to convert nearly $500,000 
to his own use. 

According to the district attorney’s 
office, Callahan took the checks to the 
Bow. . and East River Bank, controlled 
by Bancitaly, and had them converted 
into eashier’s checks which it 1s 
charged Callahan deposited to his own 
account. 

In his desk, officials said, they found 
a list of every transaction in which he 
had used the bank’s money. His pri- 
vate records showed, they said, he had 
bought large blocks of stock through 
Wall street br« “age houses. The stock 
has not been traced, but Leo Belden, 
vice president of the corporation, said 
the loss was covered by blanket in- 
surance policies. 

Executives took Callahan’s records to 
nean that he intended to repay the 
corpo” on if his stock ventures were 
st. cessful. Montreal police said Cal- 
lahan would waive extradition and be 
returned to New Yor! tonight.

I hardly think you need be so dis- 
tressed over a little fighting itn your 
reading selections. Naturally, I don’t 
advocate lurid tales of horror, but if 
you want to read “Treasure Island” 
or “The Black Arrow” or “Ivanhoe” or 
Cooper or some of the other glamorous 
and classics, and your children listen 
eagerly, I .shouldn’t worry about the 
incidental fighting.

but the best stimulant of ul] is the oc- 
casional vigorous massage that 
should go with the application of the 
tonic, 

In giving your scalp the luxury of a 
massage, remember that the massage 
consists of moving the scalp itself, not 
rubbing the surface of it. Go tan it 
this way: 

Place your thumbs at the sides of 
your head, just over the ears. Spread 
the fingers of both hands ‘over the for- 
ward part of the scalp. Press firmly 
and evenly while = rotate the parts 
of the scalp ur“ -r your fingers. Grad- 
ually move the tae backward until 
the crown and ‘ie b-“& of your head 
have been massaged in the same way 
Now press the fingers of the right hand 


and 


'cn top of your head and with the fin- 


gers of the left hand massage all 
around the left side of the scalp, from 
the line where the hair begins up to 
the crown of your head. Change the 
position of the hands and massage the 
rght side of the scalp in the same way. 
Finish the massage by manipulating 
the entire scalp again, using both 
hands at once. To be thorough, the 
massage should last about 15 minutes. 

It should be remembered that there 
is such a thing as the too-frequent use 
of even the best of the stimulating hair 
tonics. Ordinarily, two or three times 
a week is enough for the application 
ot tonic. When it is used, care should 
be taken that the entire scalp is cOv- 
ered. The best method is to separate 
the hair into small strands and apply 
the tonic along each part with a medi- 
cine dropper or small piece of absorb- 
ent cotton. A convenient time for the 
massage is when th scalp is being 
treated with the topic. 

The importance of thorough and vig- 
orous brushing as an‘atd to hair health 
can not te overstressed. It takes pa- 
tience and muscle, but a_ vigorous 
brushing at least once a day pays diy- 
idends many times over.

He is survived by his’ widow, Mrs. 
Daisy Forzly, to whom he had been 
married 20 years and who was his con- 
stant companion at the tracks.

When it was bad she 
pawned them. They wrre often rich in 
the morning and poo at night, or the 
other way round.

ORCUTT IS DELEGATED 
AS INVESTIGATOR 


More Comprehensive Survey 
May Result From Complaint 
Lodged in Office. 


A sweeping investigation of alleged 
abuses against private. property and 
eitizens by prohibition enforcement 
agents is believed to be under way by 
the office of United States Attorney Leo 
A. Rover, following complaint made to 
him by E. A. Rickert, 2106 Eighteenth 
street northwest. 


Rickert complained that prohibition 
Officers had dragged him from the side- 
walk in front where was an onlooker 
into the raided establishment and had 
beaten him. Rover delegated Assistant 
United States Attorney Harold W. Or- 
outt, who prepared and prosecuted tle 
Le Paradis Cafe injunction suit. to 
make the investigation. 


No Statement Now. 


Orcutt said yesterday that his time 
has been taken up by the Le Paradis 
investigations and litigation and that ne 
is not prepared to issue any statement 
at the present time. He also declined 
to say whether or not he would con- 
fine his efforts to the Rickert case or 
would make a more comprehensive in- 
vestigation of enforcement methods 
here. 

Rover said that the full extent of the 
investigation has not as yet been de- 
termined and that it was likely that 
the results of the Rickert investigation 
would lead to further delving. 


Guarded in Kemarks. 


The United States attorney was very 
guarded in his remarks, however, ana 
would not make any definite statement 
except that the Rickert case is being 
investigated by his office. : 

There have. been a number of cases 
recently in which citizens have com- 
plained that the raiders have destroyed 
private property while making raids, in 
many instances when they found no 
evidence. 


Youth Held in $2,000 
As Church Robber 


James Henry Irving, 19 years old, 
Wyoming, Pa., yesterday was held for 
action: of the grand jury on two 
charges of housebreaking by Judge 
Robert E. Mattingly in Police Court.

UTILITIES COMMISSION 
AND FLERARTY OUT 31,000 


Failure to Apply for Classifi-| 
cation Costs Benefits in 
Welch Pay Law. 


HAVE CHANGED ATTITUDE 


It is costing John W. Childress, 
chairman, and Col. Harrison Brand, 
jr., vice chairman, of the Public Utili- 
ties Commsson, and Ralph B. Fleharty, 
people’s counsel, $1,000 a year each 
for an indefinite period, for the luxury 


of having remained unclassified em- 
ployes of the District government for 
slightly more than a year 

This developed yesterday when tt 
was iearned that they had changed 
their minds and applied for classifica- 
tion in an effort to avail themselves 
of the benefits of the Welch bill and 
have their salaries increaseq from 
$7,500 to $9,000 as were the salaries of 
the District Commissioners, who en- 
tered the classified service in 1923. But 
they applied too late. They can now 
get only a $500, instead of a $1,500, 
increase, which will make their new 
salaries $8,000. 

When the three men took office they 
refused to be classified. They said they 
were appointed by the President and 
classification was not a boon for them 
They were told that the District Com- 
missioners, getting the same pay and 
also appointed by the President, were 
classified, but the argument left them 
unconvinced. 

Then the District Commissioners ob- 
tained $1,500 advances in salary each 
by the operation of the Welch bill. 
The three public utilities men wanted 
similar increases. 

In “But you are not classified,” 
District auditor told them. 

They undertook to correct the situa- 
tion yesterday by applying for origi- 
nal classification. Then they were told 
that whereas an employe already clas- 
sified, moved to a higher class by the 
Welch bill, automatically went to a 
salary grade in the new class corre- 
sponding to the one he held in his 
old class, an employe entering a class 
subsequent to last July 1 had to enter 
at the minimum salary grade of the 
conta class, notwithstanding the Welch 
The minimum salary grade of the 
class in which the District Commis- 
sioners now are and which ‘the pub- 
lic utilities men seek to enter, is $8,000 
And they haven’t even that classifica- 
tion yet. The District personnel clas- 
sification board meets Monday to re- 
view the application, and its decision 
must be reviewed by the Federal Per- 
sonnel Classification Board.

Device Proves Its Effective- 
ness, Even When Windows 
Are Opened.

Philadelphia, Aug. 8.—Emile Berliner, 
noted Washington inventor, scored an- 
other wae ae today when a practical 
test of his latest invention, the acou- 
Stic wall cell, in the Drexel Insti- 
tute, of this city, was acclaimed by pro- 
fessors of science as a distinct advance 
in the solution of the problem of over- 
coming acoustic defects of large halls. 

For more than a generation profes- 
sors and students of Drexel Institute 
have struggled to be heard and under- 
stood in the Iinstitution’s auditorium. 
Noted scientists eminent for their work 
in the field of acoustics were consulted. 
Various methods for improving the ap- 
parently hopeless defects of the audi- 
torlum were tried, but all failed to 
effect a satisfactory improvement in 
conditions which made the hall almost 
useless. 

Berliner, who has interested himself 
in the study of sound since his inven- 
tion of the telephone transmitter 651 
years age offered to install his device 
to prove that a situation that was 
despaired of was not altogether hope- 
less. The cells were imbedded beneath 
the surface of the side and rear walls 
anu plastered over as is the customary

When the announcement first was 
made that the Budget Bureau's figure 
was $39,900,000 in round numbers, it 
was thought that the bureau's finding 
agreed with the recommendation of 
the Commissioners 

The Commissioners asked for $839.,- 
089.531 for the ordinary expenses of 
local government exclusive of $3,377,- 
500 for trust and special funds, in- 
cluded under the item heading “perma- 
nent and indefinite’ appropriations.” 
This increased the proposed budget 
total to $42,478,031.

Already the device has transformed 
the board room of the District Building 
in Washington from a virtual bedlam 
into a room where speakers can be 
understood quite clearly. The Oyster 
School, of Washington, also has been 
prc ‘ided with the device in its audi- 
toriy 1 and success also crowned Ber- 
liner’s efforts there. But today’s test 
at the institute was the first large- 
scale trial carried out systematically 

In the course of his work Berliner 
found that by forming a hollow space 
under the outer surface of a wall and 
covering this portion with a porous 
cement, he could produce a pleasing 
resonance where annoying reverbera- 
tions were formerly given off. 

The test at Drexel Institute was 
unique The occasion of a scientific 
lecture before the summer. school 
student body was seized as an oppor- 
tunity for trying out the acoustic cells 
The students. 700 in number, together 
with many members of the faculty 
were impanel as a jury to sit in 
judgment on the invention, 


Thrice Pronounced Success. 

Dean R. C. Disque of the institute, 
who presided, faced in all directions 
while making his remarks preliminary 
to the test. so that his voice might be 
studied no matter how he was facing 
Those in the rear had no difficulty in 
catching all he said. The test was be- 
gun with all windows clesed and even 
after they were opened, With loud 
street noises intermingling with the 
voice of a speaker, nearly every word 
was understood quite distinctly. 

That the cells produced a ‘wonder- 
ful improvement” in the hall’s acous- 
tics was the opinion advanced by W 
R. Wagenseller, comptroller of the in- 
stitute. Another who enthusiastically 
praised the invention was Dr. J. E 
Shrader, professor of physics. 

C. L. Altmaier, professor of dramatics, 
expressed himself as very well pleased 
and began at once to plan a student 
dramatic production, whereas, hereto- 
fore, he has been unable to use the 
auditorium for that purpose. 

William A. Heilprin, representing the 
inventor, explained the invention at 
the beginning of the demonstration. 
He told of the attempt to correct the 
hall’s acoustics made recently by an 
eminent authority on hall acoustics by 
padding the walls with hair felt. But, 
he stated, the deadness produced was 
equally unenduraple,

U. S. BOOK EXPLAINS 
NICARAGUA SITUATION 


State Department Issues 
Pamphlet Telling Why Ma- 
rines Are in That Country. 


(Associated Press.) 

The reason American Marines are in 
Nicaragua is fully and officially set 
forth in a brief history of the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
that country compiled by the State 
Department and published yesterday 
in a 77-page pamphlet. Dating back 
to 1909, it reviews revolution after 
revolution and notes the constant 
watchfulness necessary on the part of 
the United States to protect its citi- 
zens and their property in the Central 


American country. 

Details of the arrangements leading 
up to the request of Nicaragua that 
the United States supervise its presi- 
dential election this fall are fully set 
forth. 

The carrying into effect of the 
Tipitapa agreement and the participa- 
tion of American Marines in the work 
are described. In running down 
bandits refusing to lay down their arms 
in accordance with the agreement the 
Marines had lost 21 of their men up 
to April 18, this year, a resume of en- 
gagements shows. 

A deep interest in the subject on the 
part of foreign affairs students in edu- 
cational institutions who have been 
actively debating both sides of the 
question of American participation in 
Nicaragua’s affairs had swamped the 
State Department with requests for 
official information. It was to meet 
these demands that the document was 
compiled.
